A DISAPPEARING RIVER. 


Stream In Utah Flows Into Kiiomioiia 


Hole In the Ground. 


F. H. Hitchcock, of Washington, one 


of the subehiofs of the-Department of 
Agriculture, lately returned from a 
17,000-mile trip 
down the Atlantic 


coast, into Mexico up the Pacific const, 
and finally home ncross the northern 
part of the United States.

tour.

things, he says, but the most astonish- 
ing was a river which disappears mid- 
way in its course during the summer 
season. 


The river Is known as the Dry Fork, 


In northwestern Utah, a tributary to 
Ashley Creek. So far as is known, his 
partj^-Vas the first to have rapoWw! the 
existence of the stream. 
* About fourteen miles from' Its source 
In the Ulnta Mountains the stream 
reaches a large basin or sink, whose 
walls are from seventy-five to 100 feet 
high. The pool Is apparently bottom- 
less and the water In It revolves with 
a slow, circular motion, caused either 
by the Incoming flood or by suction 
from below. The only visible outlet to 
this pool Is a narrow rock channel, 
from which a little water flows, but 
which Is soon lost to sight a few hun- 
dred yards below. 


A measurement of the main stream 


Just above the pool showed a volume 
of ninety-six cubic feet of water pass- 
ing each second, hut this entire tiood 
disappears In the basin. The stream 
bed for miles below is perfectly dry. 


About seven miles below this Inter- 


esting pool are several springs, some- 
times empty, sometimes full. 
It 
Is 


thought thnt the water which disap- 
pears in the upper pool flows under- 
ground deep below In the gravels which 
form the bed of tho stream, says tho 
New York Times, and in times of rain- 
fall heavier than usual appears again 
in part in the largo springs below.

out a stop through the length of tlie 
road. 
The saddle cars, of course, are 


provided with brake* to arrest their 
movement at the desired point. 


The inventor claims various merl'B 


for his system, of which we may be 
permitti-d to mention a few. The'num- 
ber of cars to be used for a read ma- 
terially reduces the n umbel- of trains, 
by reason of the increased speed. That 
the running time of the train over the 
road will bo very considerably shorten- 
ed, Is self-evident. Moreover, one train 
will be able to make many trips in a 
day. This system is U> be u.-t-d not so 
much for iiiu-rurlmn trartie as for snb- 
nrban traffic, for the purpose of en- 
abling residents without the city, to 
reach tiieir .lestination as quickly as 
possible.- Sc-ientitic- American.

to return them to the 


emperor of China or his representative. 


The stones are one foot in length, 


six inches \\ide and nearly an inch 
thick. Through holes drilled across 
their width cords are passed to hold 
them together, and when taken by the 
customs inspector 
from 
a 
private 


soldi«r returning from 
service 
in 


China they were wrapped in elaborate- 
ly embroidered 
yellow silk.

believed that they were taken as loot 
from the imperial apartments in the 
forbidden city.
